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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 28. — News 
from /Erqiiez of the IStli stato that in 
ti sortie on theJIOth inst.tho Turcomans 
captured CO soltliers, whom they im- 
mediately murdered. The Ashbad.Tur- 
conians captured and killed 100 Persian 
riders. The victorious Lieut, (len. 
SkobelolT has been appointed general 
of infantry and the czarjhas conferred 
upon him the decoration of the onler 
of St. George. 

LONDON, Jan. 28. — In the House of 
Commons Parnell refused to allow a 
division to-night, and it is considered 
probable thaC the sitting will be pro- 
tracted all night. The Marquis of 
Ifnrtington says that the government's 
decision in regrrd to Candahar was 
taken with the full knowledge of the 
probable success of the Russians at 
( !eok Tepe. 

After a meeting which was attended 
by 20,000 miners at Leigh to-day a 
desperate riot ensued. Hussars, in- 
fantry and police were on the ground. 
The riot act was read and tho hussars 
charged upon the mob. Several min- 
ers and policemen were injured. 

London, Jan. 29. — Tn the House of 
Commons, Gladstone, answering the 
accusation that the protection bill aim- 
ed at the land league, pointed out that 
nobody could be arrested under its pro- 
visions unless he came within the strin- 
gent definition of being under a rea- 
sonable suspicion of being connected 
with an act in a proclaimed district 
tending to interfere with the mainte- 
nance of law and order. Reasonable 
loss of such suspicion could be chal- 
lenged in the Mouse. The government 
had no intention of interfering with 
liberty of discussion or even license of 
discussion. 

Homo rulers have determined that it 
would be advisable on the lirst stage of 
the protection bill that each member 
shall address the House of Commons 
and state the character of outrages re- 
ported from his constituency. 

London', Jan. 31. — The only thing 
in the bill for protection of life and 
property in Ireland, just published, is 
the third section, tho first clause of 
which provides that a list of persons 
imprisoned under the act, with a stale 
ment of reason for their arrest,shall be 
presented to parliament monthly. 

London, Jan. 31. — Lord Errington, i 
homo ruler, has seceded from Parnell. 

The Earl of Hardwick has presented 
a petition in liquidation: liabilities 
£210,000. 

In the event of war the porte intends 
exercising to the fullest extent its right 
at sea as a belligerent. Instructions 
for guidance of naval commanders will 
be based on English or American pre- 
cedents. A commission has been 
formed for considering a projected 
naval prize law. In Greece the new 
army corps is forming daily. Several 
regiments are already ordered in readi- 
ness for the frontiers. The minister of 
tho interior has instructed provincial 
authorities to prepare rolls of national 
guardsmen from .'30 to 10 years of age. 
England has accepted a proposal for 
negotiations on the Greek question on 
condition that the decision of the Ber- 
lin conference and treaty will not be 
considered as dropped. 

Berlin, Jan. 29. — Two school teach- 
ers have been reprimanded for a per- 
sonal encounter with a Jew in Trans- 
car, and one fined for taking part in an 
an ti- Jewish agitation. 

Berne, Jan. 29. — A severe earth- 
quake shock was felt here yesterday. 

St. Petewiurq, Jan. 27. — Th. of- 
ficial telegram in regard to the events 
prior to tho capture of Geok Teko 
states that in consequence of the large 
number of corpses of Tekke Turco- 
mans, more or less decomposed, lying 
before and behind the Russian position, 
and in view of the impossibility of 
burying them without incurring fresh 
losses, Gen. Skobeloff proposed to the 
Tekkes, from the tower of observation, 
eighty yards from the main rampart of 
the fortress, that they should remove 
their dead, hostilities to be suspended 
for that purpose for one hour; and, in 
order to avoid a misunderstanding, it 
was further proposed to the Tckkes 
that they should afterwards reoccupy 
their positions and should be the first 
to reopen (ire. This was done after 
due warning had been given to the 
Russians, the Tekkes taking care not 
to lire until the Russians, who had 
temporarily left their trenches, had re- 
turned into them. Tho conduct of the 
Tekkes was altogether honorable. The 
lighting was afterwards renewed with 
the former fury. 

CANADA. 
Halifax, Jan. 29. — Prof. Hind, in 
another letter to the governor general, 
closes thus': "I have a perfect right 



to ask why Sir Alex. Campbell, with 
the facts in print before him and with 
ample means for obtaining correct in- 
formation, dared make the deluding 
statement with which he is credited. 
On the floor of tno senate chamber he 
spoke as an authorized member of yoHr 
excellency's government. There is no 
conceivable excuse for this public de- 
ception, and it is as unbecoming for 
Campbell to throw the entire responsi- 
bility on the agent of the imperial gov- 
ernment, concealing at the same time 
the roguery of his own officers and tho 
unspoken shame of his own misleading 
statements. If I had not drawn spec- 
ial attenfion to these figures in my 
letter on falsified department reports 
there might have been legitimato ex- 
! cuse for avoiding the subject ; but, 
I having pointedly drawn attention to 
j them, there is no vindication whatever 
I for his deception, which can only serve 
I as a cloak for oflicial dishonesty and a 
j scoff at justice and law." 

| TEXAS. 

Dallas, Feb. 1. — August Klupp to- 
j day ahot and killed Antoine Gosch- 
I leich, a wealthy German. Tho latter 
went to the house of tho former to get 
I his daughter, who had been obliged to 
I leave home on account of brutal treat- 
, ment, and becoming very abusive and 
| demonstrative and kicking in Klopp's 
door, the latter shot him with a Win- 
| Chester rifle. Goschleich's wife com- 
i nutted suicide a few months ago on 
account of the treatment of her lius- 
| band. KIopp surrendered to the au- 
j thorities and has public sentiment in 
j his favor. 

EASTERN STATES. 
! New Orleans, Feb. I. — J.L.Schroe- 
der killed E. J. Osterhout at Gain's 
landing on Saturday. Both were pro- 
i minent merchants. A bale of cotton 
j was the cause. 

New York, Feb. 1. — Jno. A. Swee- 
zy, the rather reckless senior partner of 
the dry goods house of Sweezy k Dart, 
on Leonard street, disappeared Friday, 
and has not yet been discovered. He 
had committed forgeries to the amount 
of $75,000. His disappearance caused 
an animated discussion this morning in 
dry goods circles and universal surprise. 
Mrs. Sweezy is penniless and the trade 
relieved her liberally. 

During a blinding snow storm the 
steamer Rosaima, from" London, came 
ashore on Ocean beach. Tho mate, 
John Pepper, was subsequently brought 
ashore, and reports twenty-three per- 
sons on board. The steamer is fifteen 
months old; owned by Steele, Young it- 
Go., of London ; valued at $150,000; 
insured in England. She will probably 
be wrecked. 

Washington, Jan. 28. — Tho com- 
mittee on elections to-day examined a 
number of senate employees in regard 
to the publication of the Chinese trea- 
ties. All testified that they had no- 
thing to do with the disclosure of these 
documents, and know nothing of the 
means of their getting out, a fact uni- 
versally conceded, as the oflicers and 
other employes of the senate have 
never been known to give out contra- 
band information. It is understood 
that the next step of the committue will 
be to request statements on this sub 
ject from all the senators individually. 

Justice Swayne resigned yesterday. 
Stanley Matthews was to day appointed 
to be his successor. 

New York, Jan. 2S. — The Herald's 
Washington special says: There is a 
movement among certain anti-adminis- 
t ration senators to defeat the nomina- 
tion of Stanley Matthews as associate 
justice of the supreme court. There is 
an intimation from some of the sena- 
tors that the withdrawal, by tho presi- 
dent, of some other objectionable nom- 
inations, understood to be from New 
York, would securo the confirmation of 
Mr. Matthews. 

Washington, Jan. 28.— Kirk wood 
introduced a bill in the senate to-day 
in aid of the United States postal tele- 
graph company of Iowa, to extend its 
operations all over the United States, 
a message not to cost over twenty conts 
for twenty words. It also provides 
rates for postal service in connection 
with it, which are one cent for drop 
letter delivery, two cents for carrier 
delivery. 

Detroit, Jan. 28. — A defalcation of 
$25,000 or $30,000 has been discovered 
in the Detroit savings bank. Two 
tellers are the guilty parties, Charles 
G. and Herman Scrgler, brothers. 
They had the unlimited confidence of 
the bank, and have been embezzling 10 
or 12 years. They belong to an excel- 
lent family. Expensive habits and 
speculations in New York are the 
cause. 

Providence, Jan. 28. — Sprague re- 
cently had a divorce petition drawn up, 
charging his wife with adultery with 
Roscoe Conkling at Canonchet, rt 
Edgewood, at New York and else- 
where, but his counsel persuaded him 
to leave out the names and make the 
charge general. 

New York, Jan. 29. — Tho paper in 
Which tho Morey letter appeared fills 
its first page to day with documentary 
testimony intended to show that vice 
president elect Arthur was not born in 
Vermont and is a native of Canada. 
The evidence goes mainly to disprove 
his Vermont nativity. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco'; Feb. I.--A Benicia 



dispatch reports that John W. Dwi- 
ndle, a prominent lawyer of this city, 
was drowned at Port Costa last Friday. 
From all information obtainablo it ap- 
pears that Mr, Dwindle was last seen 
walking near the edge of the wharf by 
tho captain of tho ferry steamer Solano, 
who is. moment afterwards missed him 
from the position ho had been in, but did 
not see him fall and did not know at 
the time who he was. His friends in 
the city express the belief that the re- 
port is true, and explained that, as ho 
was subject to attacks of vertigo, he 
probably fell into the water from that 
cause. Deceased bad been mayor of 
Oakland, was a regent of the stale uni- 
versity and drew the charter for that 
institution while a member of the legis- 
lature. 

Zacharias Adeisdorfcr, of the firm of 
Adelsdorfer & Bro., is supposed to 
have been drowned at the Neptune 
baths, North Beech, yesterday. His 
clothing anil jewelry were found in the 
bath house, but the body is not found. 
A steady current runs near shore and 
the body was quite likely carried 
away. 

San Francisco, Jan. 28. — In the 
Kalloch case to-day the court decided 
against the objections of the defence so 
the venture and argument is now 
progressing on other objections which 
is likely to take up a day or two. 

Archbishop Alemany notifies San 
Francisco Catholics that subscriptions 
will be collected for the erection of a 
new cathedral. 

Smartsville, Jan. 27. — The Wheat- 
land stago was stopped at 8 o'clock 
this evening two miles from here by 
two masked men armed with shotguns 
and knives. The passengers were or- 
dered out of the stage. Wells, Fargo 
it Co. 's box was taken from the stage 
and broken open, but nothing was 
found. The passengers were relieved 
of $-130. 

THE "v7AE WITH THE B0EES. 

Hor Majesty's Forcos Out-gonorallod— 
A Llttlo Fight. 

London, Jan. 28. -- News from the 
Transvaal indicates that the Boors 
have taken up u position in the Drak- 
onberg Pass, which is among tho last 
of the sleep ascents leading to the 
plateau. It is said that they have 
permitted Gen. Colley, whose progress 
lias been only about twenty miles 
since he commenced to move, to ad- 
vance unmolested through some of the 
worst places in the mountains. Their 
position will enable them to await the 
encounter, while Collcy'a troops are 
fatigued with rough traveling. The 
Boers will leave behind them a com- 
paratively level plain, through which, 
in the event of defeat, they being 
nearly all mounted, can retreat much 
faster than the British can follow. 

A correspondent at Durban says : 
The Boers are anxious to know if Gen. 
Colley lias terms to offer them. Pre- 
toria has provisions for a month. The 
town is deserted but is covered by the 
guns of the fort. 

A TRIFLING ENGAGEMENT, 

Cape Town, Jan. 28. — Gen. Colley's 
artillery opened (ire upon the boers 
and the infantry advanced, whereupon 
the Boers retreated out of range. It 
is said that the Boers had received 
reinforcements from Heidelberg. Their 
force opposing General Colley numbers 
between 2000 and 3000. They return- 
ed the British (ire. The engagement 
seems to have be trilling. 
Gen. Colley's report of the fight. 

London, Jan. 28. — In the house of 
commons to-day Right Hon. Hugh C. 
Childcrs, secretary of war, announced 
that Sir George Colley telegraphed on 
the 2 G th as follows : Attack on the pass 
repulsed ; casualities heavy but not yet 
known. I hold the camp until the ar- 
rival of reinforcement. 

The secretary of war said that lie 
believed the English attack had been 
repulsed. 

STILL ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

A dispatch from Durham gives the 
following account of the engagement 
with the Boers : Gen. Colley's advance 
guard, consisting of a portion of the 
58th regiment and a force of horsemen, 
attacked tho Boers' position. The at- 
tack was at first partially successful, 
but subsequently the Boers were strong- 
ly reinforced and repulsed the British 
troops with heavy loss, the Boers suf- 
fering severely. Both sides maintain 
their former positions but Gen. Sir 
George Colley must now await the in- 
fantry portion of his troops which ar- 
rived at Durban by the Euphrates last 
Thursday' and are now on tho way to 
Pietormaritzburg by railroad. But 
thence they have 200 miles to march 
beforo they can join Gen. Colley. 
Horses to mount the hussars who ar- 
rived at the same time are still on the 
way from Cape town. 

Durban, Jan. 29. — Sir Geo. Colley 
moved out with the SGth infantry, 170 
cavalry and six guns and five compan- 
ies of the 58th cavalry, artillery sup- 
porting. Ho attacked the enemy's 
left. After a gallant and nearly suc- 
cessful charge, in which Gen, Deanc, 
commanding, and all his staff and 
mounted oflicers, were shot down, they 
were driven down hill. Casualties far 
as known arc ; Gen. Dcaue, Maj. Poole 
and Lts. Ehvell and Baillie, killed ; 
Lieuts. Hingeston, Lovegrovo and 
O'Doimoll, wounded, and 1S1 men 
killed, wounded and nosing. - 



DURBAN, Jan. 31. — In the recent 
gagement the Boers fought with deter- 
mined courage. They captured the 
colors of the 58th regiment, killing two 
oflicers in charge. The colors were re- 
captured at tho point of the bayonet. 
An eye witness says that the Boers 
were shot or wounded through their 
heads as they lay; if the 58th regiment 
had been supported by another 1000 
men the position would have been tak- 
en, Col". Dean and Capt, Inman are 
among the killed. Forty Boers fell 
close to the British lines. 

London, Jan. 29. — The 27th regi- 
ment has arrived at Capetown on the 
road to Natal.

Boforo— Ton Inches of Water Poll 
in Four Hours— Land Slides 
at Shasta. 



Shasta, dan. 29. — - The rain storm 
which commenced here the 'loth inst. 
has continued ever since without cessa- 
tion. Kiglit and seven-tenths inches 
of rain have fallen the past twenty-four 
hours. The rain fall to date is sixty- 
six and eight-tenths inches. Our mi- 
ners are jubilant, and are all busy at' 
work in the mines. The fanners do 
not caro for more rain, as they have 
had plenty. 

Shasta, Jan. 30. The rain fall in 
four hours and thirty minutes to-day at 
Shasta was ten and four-tenths inches. 
The waters poured down in sheets, and 
flooded several of our business houses. 
The bridges over the large creek near 
the Union Church were all carried 
away, and came near carrying away 
the residence of L Llehrle. During 
the progress of the storm a large land- 
slide occurred, carrying oil a large 
piece of the mountain back of the resi- 
dence of William Daniels. Such a 
rain has never been known at Shasta 
before. During the storm the streets 
of Shasta were running seas of water. 
Nearly ail the streams and creeks lead- 
ing to Shasta are .so high that it is 
almost impossible to cross them. The 
Sacramento river is higher than ever 
before, and still rising. The telegraph 
wires are down, and the storm still 
continues. 

During the storm today a cloud- 
burst occurred near the residence of 
John Korster. tearing away a large 
mountain side and carrying large pine 
trees clear down the mountain side 
into t he public street. Another slide 
fell against the buck of the residence of 
K. Valentine, and tilled his house with 
mud and sand. The rain-fall to date 
at Shasta is eighty and five tenths 
inches, and the rain still continues. 

Napa, Jan. .11. The stone bridge 
over the Napa river fell this morning; 
loss about §20,000. The railroad 
bridge has moved 1 I indies down 
stream. The damage to streets and 
private property from sediment and do 
struction of fences will reach nearly 
§100,000. The damage to the railroad 
and bed will reach nearly $40,000.

Mr. Mara moved for the correspondence 
and report of the Minister of Justice on 
Acts passed by this legislature during last 
session. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said there was 11 ■ 
correspondence and the Governor's an- 
swer would be to that cfl'ect. 

The motion was withdrawn to be re- 
newed in anothorform. 

BEET SUll Alt. 

Mr. McGillivray moved that in the 
opinion of this Houso it is desirable Hint 
u bonus should be offered by the Govern- 
ment for the purpose of encouraging the 
establishment of a beet sugar factory in 
the Province. Ho claimed that it was the 
duty of the government to encourage in- 
dustries of every kind. Sugar beets could 
be easily grown in the province superior 
to those grown in other countries. [11 
1880 very nearly .*'200,000 worth of sugar, 
molasses and syrup was imported into the 
province. A practical test had been made 
on the lower Frasor and it had resulted 
satisfactorily. France and Germany were 
largo manufacturers of beet sugar. The j 
cultivation and manufacture of the article j 
was about to be commenced in Canada j 
and he quoted a California paper to show ! 
that a similar enterprise was flourishing 
in that state and that 2,000,000 pounds 
were produced there last year. Three 
factories might bo sustained in this pro- 
vince by the amount consumed and every- 
thing possible should be done to push the 
industry ahead. The oiler of 11 bonus 
would prove the means of bringing the 
matter ' to the notice of capitalists 
abroad. 

Mr. Smithe seconded. 

lion. Mr. Walkem said then: was not 
the slightest doubt that bonuses would lie 
most beneficial if the government were in 
a position to oiler them. The provincial 
revenue, however, was not elastic; but 
something should be done and he would 
favor the insertion of a clause in the 
Municipal Bill shortly to come before the 
Bouse to enable municipalities to offer 
bonuses for the establishment of such in- 
dustries. 

Mr. Smithe said that the government 
should be prepared to assist in lifting the 
depression under which the country la- 
bored by the adoption of measures like 
this. If the government had not the funds 
to comply with the resolution they should 
get them even if a slight increase in the 
revenue was found necessary. The coun- 
try would bo much more benefitted by 
the adoption of the bonus system than 
it would be injured by an increase of 
taxation. It was right that municipalities 
should have power to oiler bonuses, 
but they should be assisted by the gov- 
ernment. If the municipality of West- 
minster saw an opportunity for the estab 



government to carry out tho enterprise. 
Bcferenco was then made to the success 
of beet sugar manufactories in France, 
Germany and California where, after a 
long struggle with inexperience, complete 
success had been achieved. Every pro- 
ject that would offer employment to Ia- 
borcrsandkeepmoneyinthecountry would 
largely benefit it. Some years ago §2000 
was offered forthecstablislimcntof awool- 
en mill in tho province. It stood for a 
year and nothing came of it until it had 
been withdrawn when a manufacturer 
at the oast offered to establish a small 
mill here if the offer was ronewed. He 
hoped tho resolution would bo adopted 
and that it would not meet with the fate 
of a similar resolution, passed by this 
Houso last session. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Wilson regarded tho resolution of 
the utmost importance and hoped that it 
would meet with favorable consideration. 
A very large outlay was necessary before 
a boot root sugar factory could be estab- 
lished with* success. In Canada the far- 
mers agreed to put so many acres under 
sugar beet which the company agreed to 
buy at S3.. r )0 a ton. The yield wasltO tons to 
the acre so that tho farmers received from 
§90 to §100 a year per acre. Three thou- 
sand acres would keep a factory running 
live months in the year. The capital no- 
eessary for a factory was §150,000 and 
the government should givo a liberal bon- 
us to assist in the establishment of one. 
It would prove a great public benofit as it 
would keep a large sum of money in the 
province. The government should strain 
a point. Out of §400,000 of rovoiuie 
§'20,000 or §;{0,000 should go in bonuses 
each year. (Hear). By that way we would 
build tho country up by keeping money 
in it. It was a joke surely for the 
premier to shift the responsibility from 
his own to the shoulders of municipali- 
ties (laughter); but the latter should have 
the power to grant bonuses and the gov- 
ernment should supplement their efforts. 
(Hear.) A beet sugar factory could not 
be established in a large town. It must 
be established in the country. He be- 
lieved the banks of the Fraser were just 
the place, but the municipalities there 
could not raise §200 a piece for tho pur- 
pose of a bonus. Tho government must 
help them; he favared a bonus of §JO,- 
000 for a sugar factory and §10,000 for a 
woolen mill. 

The resolution was unanimously car- 
ried. 

KOAD TOLLS. 
Mr. Ferguson moved the following 
resolution: — That a respectful address be 
presented to His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to send down to this House, at 
an oarly date, all papers and correspond- 
ence between tho Provincial and Dom- 
inion Governments in connection with tho 
"Cariboo Boad Tolls Act, 1878,'' which 
was disallowed by His Excellency tho 
Governor-General in Council; and also, 
for a full report of the results of the At- 
torney-General's Mission to Ottawa rela- 
tive to said Act. 

Tho honourable gentleman said that 
nothing could be more oppressive and 
more unjust to any district than the Car- 
iboo Boad Tolls, and this will appear es- 
pecially so when it is considered that a 
similar tax is imposed upon no other dis- 
trict in the Province, except the district 
of Cassiar; a district which above all 
others ought to bo free. That several of 
the districts should pay a tax upon all 
the articles they import, while others go 
free, is a violation of tho first principles 
of good government and is sure to pro- 
duce great evil, not only to the district 
upon which the tax is imposed, but to the 
Provinco in general. The first principlo 
that ought to regulate tho financial policy 
of any people is equality in taxation. By 
equality of taxation is not meant that all 
should pay the same amount, but that 
every one should pay according to his 
ability and that the rich and the poor 
should bear their proportion of the pub- 
lic revenue, The district ho represented 
was destitute of real estate; and over- 
burdening any district with taxation 
would not result in good. There was a 
great cry about being united in all things. 
United on the Island Railway. That was 
all very well. But when Cariboo was 
mentioned, where was the union f They 
would have nothing to do with that dis- 
trict. (Laughter, and hear, hear.) The 
Government had exceeded its jurisdic- 
tion in imposing this tar. It is illegal 
and unconstitutional. (Hear, hear.) No 
power but tho Dominion Government 
coidd impose such a tax. It was an in- 
fringement upon the functions of the Do- 
minion Government to impose such an 
obnoxious tax upon Cariboo. The senior 
member for that district was tho man 
whom Cariboo had delighted to honor and 
he had got tho obnoxious tax reimposed 
on his own district. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter.) To show tho inequality of 
taxation in the Cariboo district he refer- 
red to tho small amount of taxes paid per 
voter in several of the electoral districts, 
mentioning particularly that of Esqui- 
mau, where each voter paid §2. 7o to the 
general revenue, and had had about 814, 
each, spent from it. There wero other 
districts with about tho same proportion. 
His own district contributed §8.25 to 
each voter and §-1.85 was all that had 
been spent. Cariboo had not only boon 
injured, but its property had been confis- 
cated in order to keep up the revenues of 
the Government. Tho entire system of 
revenue should be remedied. The hn- 
' 1 come tax which only brought in §1,200 
ought to bring in as many thousands. 
Parties holdingunimprovod landswerenot 
contributing their share to the goneral 
revenue. They wero waiting for others 
to improvo so that they might reap the 
benefit. A poll-tax of §5 and then a 
heavier income tax ought to bo imposed. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Helgessen said that the mover was 
very earnest about road tolls. Ho was 
right to a certain extent. The Cariboo 
road he (Mr. Helgessen) characterized as 
a complete leech upon the country from 
first to last. It was absolutely necessary 
that there should be a road toll. Ho re- 
ferred to the taxes in Esqu.imalt. Tho 
fault was with the tax collectors. Several 
hundred dollars more ought to have been 
collected. 
Mr. Mara. - Whose fault is that? 
Mr. Helgessen. — Let the fault be where 
it may, such has boon the case. More 
attention should be paid to collecting. 
Everybody should pay taxes and all ought 
to be compelled to pay. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem remarked that no 
one would object to tho resolution. The 
mover should noil bo blamed. He was 
sent down to do as he had done. He 
(Mr. Walkem) had been a representative 
of the Cariboo district for a long time, al- 
most continuously from 1804, and ho had 
tried to do his duty to the best of his 
ability in furthering tho interests of his 
constituency. Ho gavo his colleague 
credit for bringing the matter before the 
House. Ho (Mr. Walkem) was instru- 
mental in getting tho road tolls abolished 
in 1872, but who put them on again! 
With a railroad from London to Manches- 
ter, would it bs right for tho latter place 
to pay for tho whole of it ? Ho could not 
repeal the tolls, even if lie wished to do bo 



tha late government. That gentleman it- 
trodueed a bill imposing one cent per 
pound and he calledattention to the second 
reading and quoted from the proceedings 
of the House. Then there were 18 to 5 
in favor of it. He was among those who 
opposed it. With the exception of four- 
others, all the rest of tho House were in 
favor of it. What power had ho in the 
face of such a vote for establishing tolls? 
Had produced theso facts on the hustings 
in Cariboo, and his constituents wero sat- 
isfied with his explanations. The road 
could not be kept up without tolls. He 
believed that all turnpike systems should 
be abolished. He could not pledge him- 
self to such a thing as the abolition of the 
road tolls bocauso lie know it was imprac- 
ticable. . That vote showed the feeling of 
the House and such a vote would occur 
again. There had been a struggle 
in the Houso and tho three members for 
Yalo district were opposed to him. They 
wanted one-half cent a pound imposed 
at Yalo and one-half cent at Clinton in- 
stead of one cent at Yale. There wero 
reasons and strong ones why tho district 
south of C:.chc Creek should not escapo 
tho tax. The honorable gentleman did 
not intend to blame him for what he could 
not help doing. His district would be 1 
content to take his statement with regard 
to the subject. Tho roads tolls were un- 
justly placed upon that district. But if 
the three members for Cariboo, the two 
for Lillooct and tho three for Yale wore 

to vote for their abolishment that would j the widow and creditors 
only be eight in all. 



He did not expect 
a single member representing a constitu- 
ency south and west of Yalo to do so. The 
Westminster members and every Island 
member would go against it. 

Ill reply to Mr. Wilson the Hon. At- 
tornoy-Goneral said that the premier of 
1S72 was then in favor of taking off tho 
road tolls, but afterwards changed his 
opinion on thu matter. His own views 
had not been changed. Tho same cir- 
cumstances do nut exist now as oxisted 
last session. Railway pooplo had object- 
ed strongly to tho tax as they wanted to 
get off lightly. Tho correspondence was 
chiefly concerning tho railway |and be- 
tween the railway contractors and the 
two governments. It seemed an outrage 
for tho Dominion government to disallow 
an act bocauso railway contractors wanted 
it to bo disallowed. It would have been 
an act of injustice for tho Dominion gov- 
ernment to do so. This would prevent 
even a toll bridge being built. Tho Do- 
minion government had no business 
whatever to intcrforo with tho rights of 
tho provinco. If so they might carry the 
principle of disallowance to a dangerous 
oxtent. The province had a right to all 
that the British North America Act al- 
lows, but in this respect the lines were 
not strongly drawn. Ho would not sutler 
any infringement on Dominion jurisdic- 
tion. Such a step would not be endured by 
the House; and it should enter a strong 
protest against disallowance. 

Mr. Mara remarked that he had movoda 
resolution last session somewhat similar, 
to tho one under consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho papers I 
were not here at that time. 

Mr. Mara said that an Act passed 
in 1878 must have been before tho'gov- 
eminent at that time. Ho then quoted 
from the Attorney General's report pre- 
sented to th« House. Tho position taken 
at that time and his defincc now did not 
agree. It was a one-sided view of the 
matter. There was great dissatisfaction 
on the mainland at that time. There wore 
two taxes that fell heavily on the public 
in that section. A large amount of taxes 
was then collected on real estate. Vic-

Attorney General had abolished that tax, 
but he had not abolished the road tax in 
tho upper country. The leader of the 
government had to admit that it was un- 
fair and unjust. A portion of the coun- 
try had to pay as much for 00 or 70 miles 
of the road as another portion of it did for ! 
the whole of it. lie was glad that the 
lion, the attorney general had consented ' 
to bring down the correspondence. It 
certainly ought to have been down be- 
fore. 

Hun. Mr. Walkem could not allow some 
of the statements of the lion, the senior 
member for Yale to go uncontradicted. 
He did not relievo Victoria of an income 
tax to suit its four members, He had 
not relieved Victoria at the expense of 
Yale and thu upper country. This city 
had to pay twice as much as other dis- 
tricts, for it had two governments to keep 
up. 

Mr. Williams wished to show how tho 
people of Victoria had been dealt with. 
They had to contribute one-half of tlie 
whole revenue for the repairs of the Cari- 
boo road. It was well that a toll could 
not be put on Victoria city or he supposed 
it would be done. This city contributed 
more than any other place in the country. 
Some honorable gentlemen did not know 
what taxation meant. They should live 
in Victoria for a lime and then they would 
find out. 

Mr. Wilson remarked that the member 
who took oil' the road tolls was an Island 
member. A Yale member complained of 
a one cent tax and yet wanted It raised to 
two. 

Mr. Mara— On rice. 
Mr. Wilson referred to the early his- 
tory of the road and its great advantages 
to Cariboo. It had lowered tho price of 
goods immensely by lessening the cost of 
transit. Then, all the produce of the 
upper country passed over it free, as woll 
as mining machinery. Only tea, coffee, 
dry goods, etc., paid road tolls. There 
was not enough collected to keep the road 
in repair. The tax was imposod to suit 
tho interior members. Tho senior mem- 
ber for Yale voted for it in 1870. There 
was not much more than one-half collected 
that was spent on tho road. Victoria 
would bo glad to get one-half of its ex- 
penses paid. Even the mover of tho re- 
solution would agree with him that the 
road toll should bo kept on. 

"Mr. Ferguson —No, never. (Laughter 
and hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Wilson thought the resolution a 
good one. The attorney general had 
only half reported on his mission. The 
rest of it ought to be brought down. He 
would like to sec it in connection with 
other matters. 

Mr. McGillivray had been informed 
that produce was charged for at Yale. He 
wanted an explanation of this matter. 
(Hear, hear.) Taxes should bear equally 
on all. The upper country was not in a 
position to form municipalities and keep 
the roads in repair. If not kopt in repair 
in a few years tho cost of living would be 
immensely increased. (Hoar, hear.) There 
was no other way under the circumstances 
of keeping up tho road but by the 
tolls.

At tho meeting of the shareholders of 
the Paeilic Coast Steamship Co. last week 
Chas. Goodall, Poter Donahue, Geo. C. 
Perkins, John Rosenfeld, W. F. Babcock, 
F. S. Wensinger and Edwin Goodall were 
elected directors of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company. At a subsequent 
meeting of the directors Chas. Goodall was 
elected president of the company, John 
Rosenfeld secretary, and Edwin Goodall 
treasurer. Tho company authorized the 
presidont to contract for the construction 
of a new and fast steamship for their 
business. As one of tho principal objects 
to be attained is speed, the new vessel is 
calculated to run 17 knots an hour, or, in 
other words, she will be the fastest vessel 
afloat, with the exception probably, of 
ono, the Arizona. The new vessel is in- 
tended for tho Southern coast route, to 
connect at San Diego with the new trans- 
continental railroad, whoso terminus will 
be at that port. She will also be a light- 
draft vessel, and will have, all the latest 
improvements — not only in accommoda- 
tions for tho comfort of the traveling 
public, but also will have all the latest in- 
ventions for handling ship and cargo with 
rapidity.

In all respects 
it was the most remarkable funeral of a 
clergyman that has ever taken place in 
New York.

Tho Boginuias of a Groat Industry at 
Port ToTvnsond, 

The iron smelting works near Port 
Townsend are in active operation. A cor- 
respondent of tho Seattle Post say3 that 
on Thursday evoning, 20th inst. , Superin- 
tendent D. W. Moor commenced charg- 
ing tho furnace lightly with iron ores, 
consisting of 20 per cent. Texada and 80 
per cent. Cllimacum ores, and on the fol- 
lowing Sunday night he drew off the first 
run of iron. During the process of smelt- 
ing tho pumps, engine, hot-blast ami fur- 
nace all worked to a charm, only a slight 
difficulty being encountered with regard 
to the distribution and regulation of gases, 
but with one or two slight and inexpen- 
sive alterations this was rectified and the 
gases were placed under control to the 
satisfaction of the superintendent. The 
first run gave a good foundry iron, and it 
is Mr. Moor's opinion and also that of 
other competent judges that with a pro- 
per combination of the various iron ores 
of the company that good car wheel iron 
will be obtained ; and this important re- 
sult ought to be a matter of congratula- 
tion, not only to those interested, lint 
also to the general public along the Paci- 
fic coast. 

The yield from the ores with tho first 
three runs is shown to have been from 50 
to 05 per cent, iron, which, when under 
regular working order will undoubtedly 
be brought as high as 00 per cent, at 
least. The working capacity of the fur- 
nace can safely be placed at 100 tons per 
week and upwards, while the quantity of 
charcoal per ton of iron will without 
doubt reach a comparatively low figure. 
In fact, everything pertaining to the 
works and the enterprise promises to bo 
first class ami first best, and not only Su- 
perintendent Moor pronounce tho enter- 
prise a success beyond question, but the 
parties interested are all woll pleased, and 
the public may now safely look for the 
development of this enterprise on a large 
scale in the near future. 

That this enterprise will be an immense 
benefit to Port Townsend and the entire 
Sound is a foregone conclusion, and from 
this time forth it is not unlikely that the 
oyes of the commercial world will be 
turned toward this new and profitable in- 
dustry, and now fields of labor he opened 
around us. 

Gold Mining and Minora! Acts 
Amondmont Bill. 

Tho premier has introduced a bill which 
repeals several sections of tho Acts now 
in existence and provides — 

"11. If any free miner, or party of free 
minors,shalI discovera new mino, and such 
discovery shall be to the satisfaction of 
the gold commissioner, the first discover- 
er or discoverers, if not more than two in 
number, shall be entitled to a claim dou- 
ble the established size of chums in the 
nearest mines of the same description^ i.e. 
dry, bar, or bench diggings); if such party 
consist of three men they shall, collective 
ly, he entitled to five claims of the es- 
tablished size on such nearest mine, and if 
of four men such party shall be entitled 
to a claim and a half per man in addition 
to any other claim legally held by pre- 
emption or otherwise. A new stratum of 
auriferous earth or rock situated in a lo- 
cality where the claims aro abandoned, 
shall, for this purpose, be deomed a new 
mine, although the same locality shall 
have been previously worked, at a differ- 
ent level; and dry diggings discovered 
in the vicinity of bar diggings shall be 
deemed a new mine and vice versa. A 
discoverer's claim shall, for all purposes, 
bo reckoned as one ordinary claim. 

" b. The claim 01 claims of any free 
miner who shall discover now mines, as 
mentioned in tho preceding suction shall 
extend one thousand feel on each side of 
the centre of the creek. 

These provisions will not apply to 
quartz claims or minerals found in lodes 
or veins. Leases will not be granted for 
a longer term than ten years or for a 
greator oxtent than ten acres in dry dig- 
gings; or half-a-mile in bar diggings un- 
worked along high water mark. Leave 
will not in general lie granted of any land 
or alluvium which will be considered to 
be immediately available for being work- 
ed by free miners as holders of individual 
claims, nor whore free miners are already 
in possession except with their consent. 

Epos Sargoat. 

The late Epes Sargent was one of the 
most kindly of men and of authors, and 
his excullent literary service extended 
over many years. There were few kinds 
of literary work that he had not done, 
and done well. As editor of the Boston 
Transcript, and author of the Life of 
Henry Clay, and the drama of "Velasco," 
and of the familiar and popular song, 
"A Life on the Ocean Wave," he was 
very successful. lie published novels 
also, and volumes of verso, and his skill 
as a compiler of school-books was conced- 
ed. In lato years he was tho most emi- 
nent professional man of letters who was 
deeply interested in the phenomena call- 
ed "spiritualism," and he published sev- 
eral works upon the subject, and was a 
very active proselyte. 

Mr. Sargent was a man of singular 
sweetness of nature and amiability of 
manner. He differed without acrimony, 
and he maintained his own convictions 
with a gentle firmness which, without 
yielding the point in dispute, did not 
alionatethe disputant. His literary tastes 
were rofined and sound, mid ho was re- 
markably familiar with tho whole range 
of the poetry of the English tongue. 
Not long before his death he had complet- 
ed a cyclopaedia of English and American 
poetry, which the Harpers will publish. 
It is a library of the most famous and ex- 
cellent literature of that kind, and it will 
bo undoubtedly the editor's chief literary 
title to remembrance. 

For many years Mr. Sargent has lived 
in Boston, quietly engaged in his work, 
and his name was so seldom mentioned 
that ho was thought by many to have died 
long ago. But the sad news which an- 
nounces the end of thh blameless and 
busy life has been received on all sides 
with a very sincere and tender expression 
of sorrow and kind remembrance. — 
Harper's Weekly, Jan. 32. 

Private Bill. — -It will be seen by re- 
ference to our advertising columns that 
Messrs. John Adair and Joseph Hunter
